constitutes --a claim against the

Like the 


claim that the state had against 
the government in the 'GO'S the 
money will be returned with inter- 
est. There is reason to believe that 
the people of the state would not 
be.called upon to pay the bonds un- 
der the plan that I proposed to 


' you, because the government may 


• refund thajrooney before the bonds 


come due. -it is, however, necoss- 
sary to use the credit of the state 
to carry the amount until the gov- 
ernment makes the refund. 


Under the plan of this bill the 


amount is raised by taxation im- 
mediately. When the'money is re- 
turned by the government it will 
go into the general fund of the state 
and ivi\ be used for general pur- 
poses, so that in> the end the money 
collected from 
a comparatively 


small number of people for a speci- 
fic purpose will find its way back 
into the state treasury to be used 
for general purposes. That may be 
good politics, but it ii manifestly 
unfair. 


Say* Money Wisely Spent 


Complaint wa» made by the promo- 
ters of this bill that the bond issue 
which I proposed did not exempt 
the poor, and the usual emptyhand- 
ed political sympathy was extended 
to them. Although, as stated above, 
thcra is no valid reason to believe ' 
that this proposed bond issue is 
any more than a temporary loan to

Ea h«i 
idmiily bean ahead of his time, and has drawn 
the fix* whfle th«M in the rear have followed 
on to victory and Ka&erad the fruits of his 
pioneering; mind. 


Within the past few months I hav» seen him 


attacked moat viciously; his motives have been 
impeached; nil reputation defiled; his good 
name defamed. All these things have not come 
by chance, nor by popular disagreement with 
his coone. They have come by carefully laid 
plans, by conspiring to misrepresent and de- 
fame him. Back of this conspiracy have been 
all the war profiteers that have so recently 
created a stench in the nation that smalls to 
high heaven. 


Gives War Record 


I 


AM MOVED, Senators, to place before you 


and the country the war record of this 
man, because nowhere has it ever been 


published so . that toe plain man may under- 
stand. I represent Dane County, the home of 
Senator La Follette, the place where he was 
born. I therefore deem it fittihg and proper to 
make this statement. I ask the indulgence of 
the Senate while I make this statement of 
facts: 


I. 


War was declared with Germany April 6, 


19.L7.But for the fact that the Senator's record 
prior to that time is being constantly attacked 
by a hostile press we would not go back of that 
date. 
When war was declared Senator La 


Follette accepted it as a fa'ct and has not since 
referred to the causes leadir-e up to the war 
except in reply to attacks made upon some- 
action of his prior to that time. 


II. 
\ 


At the out-set of tha European war the Pres- 


ident by public proclamation counselled the 
American people to be absolutely neutral, not 
only in deeds but in their thoughts as well. The 
President was supposed to be in a position to 
counsel wisely. While Belgium was being over- 
run, and France invaded the President's me*- 
sage to the "American people stood, unmodified. 


Yes, even until March 1917, no change in the 


President's position as first announced was ever 
made known to the. American people, and as 
late as January 8, 1917, the President recogniz- 
ed complete neutrality on our part, and the 
equality of rights as between .the contending 
forces by his celebrated manifesto calling for a 
peace 
without victory. 
Senator 
LaFollette 


accepted the position of the President in Rood 
faith and lent him most efficient service in 
carrying out his program of absolute neutrality. 


III. 


Trading in Munitions 


A 


LMOST at the beginning of the war in 


Europe the Allies swept the ocean of 
German commerce, and then began tbe 


purchase and shipment of munitions of war 
from this country. LaFollette foresaw that this 
trade in munitions of war would assume such 
vast proportions as to impeach our neutrality, 
fer through this traffic h« visioned what actually 
(happened. To pay for the munitions of war 
ithe Allies asked and received the h«lp of the 
•House of Morgan in floating great bond issues 
in this country. LaFollette saw that where our 
money should go would also go the hearts of 
.those who financed the loans, and thus would 
pur pence be endangered. For this reason he 
favored an embargo on the "things that kill" 
while in non-contraband merchandise he in- 
listed on the full enforcement of international 
aw. 


Beginning with the furnishing of munitions 


^ war to the Allies and the great loans which 
ollowed, the parties in this country most in- 
•oi^tcd made an insistent demand for the 
j-^fcion of a (Treat army and for universal 
jiiitary service. 
Security Leagues organized 


i the cnst spread themselves into " • west and 
ado active propaganda for \a big army and 
inscription of our young men into military 
rvico. 
Here ;ifi-;iin LuFollettc foresaw that such 
tion <*i the part of this country would in- 


evitably I«»d to a breach of the neutrality 
urged by the President and oppoaed the pro- 
gram.

As a candidate for Senator la the fall of 


1916, 
LaFollette made speeches in every part 


of the itate and discwsed freely and fully th* 
war iirae* and hjs record thereon. 
A bitter 


campaign was made •fainit him by the mun- 
ition makers and thote unnentrato who iriahed 
to force this country into a foreign war. At 
the election LaFoUttte'e position WM over- 
whelmingly endorsed. He broke an his former 
records and all other record* in the itat*. He 
received 361,803 votes to his opponents' 18o> 
144. He received 28,807 move votes than the 
candidate for governor on hi* ticket and 80,481 
more than the candidate fox President on Ks 
ticket. Hl§ vote was well distributed. He WM 
equally well endorsed in the Scandinavian 
counties and in the Qerman-Americar. countiei. 
He was equally well indorsed in the farming 
sections and the laboring sections. The purely 
American communities .were as favorable to 
him as any of the largely foreign populated 
communities. 


Up to November, 19l6, LaFbHette'a record 


was approved as the record of n« other public 
man in Wisconsin had been approved. 
He 


should not be compelled to go back of tkat ac- 
counting and settlement. But enemies of pop- 
ular government nev«r accept the voice of the 
people at ftns.1, and again and again he has been, 
linee vllfifted for hit actions as approved by 
popular vote. 


V. 


The Submarine Campaign 


A 


FTER -LAFOLLETTE:S 
election in. 


1916, nothing happened to arouse the 
passions of the people until the renewal 


of the submarine- campaign in February, 1917. 
' Then the President for the first time abandoned 
his plant for complete neutrality and demanded 
tha right from Congress to arm merchantmen 
to fight oft* submarine attacks. A bill for that 
purpose waa brought into the Senate on the 
2nd of March, 1917,. 52 hours before Congress, 
would adjourn by constitutional limitation. 
LaFollette with eleven other senators held that 
such action meant war as indeed it was admitt- 
ed it did by all speakers on the floor of the 
Senate, and that Congress should take direct 
action if war was to be/-declared and then pre- 
pare for war. They wanted the President to 
issue a call for a special session of Congress, 
to convene immediately upon the dissolution of 
the old congress, March 4, 1917. 
The President 


was insistent on the passage of the bill and 
that Congress should then adjourn and go home. 
Events have demonstrated since then, that the 
President's position was really futile and 
untenable. War would have been on immediat- 
ely with no provisions for war and none could 
be made until Congress- was convened. 
The 


evidence of experts then, was, and since it has 
been demonstrated, that the arming of mer- 
chant ships is no defense against submarines. 


In. the debate on the bill for arminp the 


merchant ships the President's party took up 
SO hours of the time and the opposition took up 
only 22 hours of time. Four hours before the 
time of adjournment Senator Hitchcock of Ne- 
braska, a democratic supporter of-the President, 
secured. the floor an<i kept it until the very 
"minute of adjournment for the avowed purpose 
of preventing LaFollette from making a speech 
that he- had prepared to deliver. Not one of the 
senators opposing the bill had made an attempt 
to use unnecessary time' in. discussing that im- 
portant bill, fraught as it was with the destinies 
of the nation, and its sons on the battle field of 
a foreign soil. 


LaFollette was. denied the right to apeak—a 


democratic senator, a supporter of the Pres- 
ident, filibustered the bill to its death. That, 
is the record as fmblised in the official docu- 
ments of the Senate-. 


For this twelve United States Sentaors, those 


senators who had always faced and fought the 
special interests and who were universally 
recognized as the champions of the people, were 
denominated by the President as the "wilful 
twelve." 
The Senators were: Kenyon and 


Cummins of Iowa, Lane of Oregon, Vardaman 
of Mississippi, Clapp of Minnesota, Works of 
' California, Stone of' Missouri, Kirby of Ar- 
kansas, Gronna of North Dakota, O'Gormac of. 
New York, Norris of Nebraska, and LaFollette 
of Wisconsin. 


Immediately there was poured on the heads 


of these brave men such abuse as was never 
before heaped on the heads of the represent- 
atives of the people. 
LaFollette was sii%led 


out for the major share of this villification. He 
stood it without flinching. He knows the source. 
He knows tbe-penalty. One of this splendid 
band unused to such villification and unable to 
understand went back to his western home and 
died of a broken heart. History must record 
the final verdict. It is not necessary to discnsa 
the matter here. 


VI. 


When War Was Declared 


C 


ONGRESS was convened in special ses- 
sion April 4/1917. 
War wa» declared 


April 6,1917. On. the resolution declaring 


war LaFollette spoke and voted in opposition. 
Bearing in mind tha't im November his- constitu- 
ents had endorsed his opposition to war; bearing 
in mind that a President had been elected be- 
cause he had kept us out of war; bearing in mind 
that Washington in his farewell address cevin- 
selled against our meddling with the affairs in 
Europe and that every statesman of note from- 
that time to tbe time of Wilson had agreed with 
Washington and that it had become the historic-

al policy of our government to keep out of the 
. old world entanglements,—LaFollette could do 
no other.

In his speech of April 6, 1917, La Follette 


showed by unbroken line of precedent in inter- 
national law that a neutral country to be such 
in fact must enforce its rights equally between 


1 belligerent nations; that both Germany and 
England had violated our commercial rights; 
that our country had protested against Eng- 
lish arid German violation of our rights oFneu- 
tral commerce; that Germany had abandoned 
her illegal- submarine violations of our com- 
merce on condition that we should require Eng- 
land to likewise abandon her illegal violations 
of our commerce; that England had disre- 
garded our protests and continued her illegal 
acts towards our commerce; and that Germany 
waited some three or four months before re- 
sumhig her illegal acts towards us; It was at 
this point and relating solely to this matter 
that La Follette used the expression: "I say, 
Germany has been patient with us." 


Quoting this one sentence from an exhaustive 


speech made prior to the declaration of war 
the yellow press abused La Follette and called 
him pro-German. It was a contemptible trick 
of the trade but with the people under the ex- 
citement of war it passed as an honest state- 
ment of his position. 


VII. 


War.having been legally declared La Follette 


immediately accepted it' as 'a fact. He set 
about to make effective war. He believed it to 
be wise to make war as effective as possible 
that it might be the sooner ended. Hereafter 
I wilT give fiis record on the war measures com- 
, ing up for consideration of the Senate. It is a 
record to be proud of. He consistently and 
patrioticany supported the President and his 
country to the end that we might win the war 
at the earliest possible moment with an honor- 
able and abiding .peace. 


VIII. 


Governor Gives State View 


B 


EFORE giving hie Vmiplete record I 


wish to mention the bills or measures 
upon which the system- press has held 


him up to the country as disloyal, pro-German, 
'and guilty of treason. 


1. LaFolIettc opposed Conscription. In (do- 


ing this he did what Canada had done up to 
' that time. And Canada had made a most 
glorious record in the war—having furnished 
as many soldiers per population as had Eng- 
landy and soldiers of the finest quality. In op- 
posing conscription he did what^ Australia had 
done and is doing today, .ind Australia has only 
been equalled by Canada in her support of the 
war. In Ireland there has been no conscrip- 
tion today. Never before in our history had 
we had universal military service. Only in the 
civil war had we drafted men and then only in 
those districts that had failed to furnish their 
quota by enlistment. Never before had a 
drafted man been taken to fight 'on a foreign 
soil. Did LaFollette vote against the wishes 
o'f his constituents in this respect? I think not. 
It is a matter of record that the executive of 
this state, speaking for the state, advised La- ' 
Follette to vote against conscription. I will 
read the telegram he sent to LaFollette: 


Madison, Wis, April 10, 1917. 


Hon. Robert M. La Follette, 


Senate Chamber, Washington* D. C. 


I recommend that yon oppose plan of con- 


scrrprlon suggested by the General Staff and 
reported by the press as being urged upon 
Concreii at this time. 
The State of Wiscon- 


sin *t«tdr ready t« fiirniih MB . full quota of 
th* National Guard as provided by the military- 
defense act of June 3, 1916, promptly, or any 
• 


additional force required to meet tbe pxeient 


. requirements. We can recruit volunteers much 


faster than we are receiving equipment and 
•oppUcc. 
The Bplrlt of our troops will be 


much better if we adhere to the Tolunteer sys- 
tem, and we ihall arold sore npotg at home If 
we defer conicriptlon until It can be «hown to 
be a mlHtarj- necewltr- 
As I fee It, public I 


•entlment Is not ready for compnlnoryi military 
sorrice, and I trust that nothing will b» done 
by Congress that will make the war unneces- 
sarily unpopular with the people. 


(Signed) 
Emanuel L. Philipp, Governor. 


I understand the speaker of the Assembly co- 


incided with the Governor. What a shame to 
accuse LaFollette of disloyalty because of thia! 
I believe he was absolutely right. I believe in 
tho Volunteer army in a democracy,—especi- 
ally in a foreign war. The draft act made our 
military men drunk with power. I say only 
•what the great men of oui. country are all say- 
ing today. The draft called men from the ne- 
cessary industries into involuntary idleness, 
without cantonments being ready, without guns, 
without shoes, without clothes, and. inefficiency, 
sickness and death followed. 


Had men been enlisted in an orderly manner 


as needed they could have- been equipped and 
supplied as called, n;id we would not now have 
a million men drawn away from essential in- 
dustries awaiting transportation that cannot 
be fully provided for probably more than a 
year yet. LaFolllette was right as events now 
amply show. Notwithstanding he opposed the 
conscription act, upon its passage, LaFollette 
immediately counselled full compliance with the 
law. 


. 
IX. 


2. The next measure for which he has been 


condemned as a traitor was, his peace resolution 
of August 11, 1917. In the light of subsequent 
events those supposed patriots who condemned 
him for those resolutions look silly and must 
feel foolish. 


When LaFollette introduced his peace reso- 


lutions Russia was in the throes of revolution 
and was demanding to know the terms of 
peace. 


Had LaFollette's resolutions been acted on 


and a statement of terms of peace thus been 
made that have since been made by President 
Wilson, Russia would have staid in. Germany 
was beRKing for peace, Austria was exhausted 
and peace was to be had for the mere- state- 
ment of acceptable terms. 


However the allies thought otherwise. Ker- 


ensky pleaded, for acceptance of his terms, 
the very terms now proposed by our President 
and was treated with dis'dain. He thereby lost 
the support of his people and was thrown out, 
and the allies lost Russia for good. Now when, 
it is too U'.te we are all willing to take the 
terms of Kerensky and call them good. It is 
too late and pity it- is, that it is true. 


The Kaiser, war mad, war crazy, ambitious 


for world empire, has taken new hope of world 
victory and it seems we must humble his pride, 
bat at what loss God only knows. It makes the 
heart sick that greed .and dvarice of rulers by 
divine right shall keep 'an innocent and help- 
less people in the prolonged horrors of war. 


The American people are patient; they have 


the courage, and they will.screw it to the stick- 
ing point; they will win, of tha't I have no 
doubt. However, blood in unknown quantities 
will be spilled in a sacrifice for poor, states- 
manship. 


Peace Resolution Read 


HAD intended to read LaFollette's peace 
resolutions in full and ask you to find one 
word in them that you can criticise. 


(The 
resolutions arc as follows:) 


Whereas the provisional Government of Rus- 


sia did, on the 19th day of May, 1917, decla.ro 
in favor of "peace without annexation or in- 
demnities on the basis of the rights of nations 
to decide their own destiny, and 


Whereas, the Imperial Reichstag, represent- 


ing the great majority of the. German people,. 
(lid on the 19th day of July, 1917, by n vote of 
211 to 116, puss resolutions in favor of peace, 
"without forced acquisitions of territory and 
without political, economic, and financial vio- 
lations" and. declaring for "a mutual under- 
standing snd lnHtinn reconciliation among the 
noiions and tJhc creation of international ju- 
dicial organizations"; and 


Whereas, the German chancellor, speaking 


for the Imperial German Government on the 
17th< day of 32ay, 1917, made the following of- 
ficial declaration in the Reichstag: 


"We did not pa to war, and- we are not fight- 


ing now against the whole world, in order to 
muke conquests, but only to-secure our cxlut- 
encc, and firmly to establish the future of the-, 
nation"; and . 


Whereas, on behalf of Great Britain, on the 


23rd day of -May, 1917, Lord Eobcrt Cecil, aa. 
one of tho minlxtera of the prcaent Govern- 
ment, replying in the House of Commons, said 
that— 


"Our aims and aspirations arc dictated solely 


by our determination to secnre a peace founded 
on national liberty and international a'mll.y, 
and that all imperialistic aims based on force 
and conquest are completely absent from our 
program"; and 


Whereas, duly organized bodies of loyal citi- 


zens of Great Britain representing millions of 
other' citizens, many of whom are eminent In 
official life and exert a wide Influence upon 
public opinion, hare declared that— 


"A stage in the war has been retched when 


the democracies of all the belligerent countries 
arc beginning to work toward a peace based on 
the same general principles"; and 


Whereas, the above principles are those by 


.. ,which the respective warring; Governments of 


Europe profess common willingness to • be 
bound and are principles to which the United- 
States subscribes; and. 


Whereas, one and all of thru declarations 


bespeak a willingness to adopt the doctrine of 
"a peace without victory^" proclaimed by Pr«d-' 
dent Wilson oa the 22nd day of Jsjxu»ry, HIT, 
as the only possible peace that; can he endur- 
ing; and 


Whereas, there hag recently emanated (ram 


official and cnofflclal sources, both in this coun- 
try «nd abroad, «tatem«U Indicating that we 
are to continue in the war until a pence Is ob- 
tained- which gives to the entente allies, or 
some of them, punitive damages and territorial 
advantages as a result of the war; and, 


Whereas, the people of this country do not 


know the terms of the secret treaties or agree- 
ments existing among the entente «Wei, de- 
fining the advantages,.if any, either in the way 
of indemnities or territorial acquisitions or. 


commercial privilege*, which each is expected 
to recejre as a result of the war; and 


Whereas, there i* n»turally » widely ex- 


promed demand earning from the people of our 
own country for some declaration of the pur- 
pose and pbject for which the United States is . 
expending, In the flrat year of the war, from 
thirteen to seventeen billions of money, ani! 
raising by draft and otherwise an army of 2,- 
000,000 men ostensibly for service in foreign 
countries; and 


Whereas, the people have a right to know 


. with certainty for what end their blood is to be 


shed and their treasnies expended; and 


Whereas, In this free Government Congress, 


in whom the war-making power resides under 
the constitution, Is charged primarily with the 
responsibility of deciding upon the objectk of 
the war a,t It* commencement .or at any time 
during Its'existence: Now, therefore, be it Re- 
solved by the Senate (the Houfe of Represen- 
tatives concurring); 


That the constitution vests in the Congress 


as the accredited and lawful representatives 
of the people full authority to determine and 


. to declare definitely the objects' and pui-poscn 


for which this Government shall continue to 
participate in Jhe European war^ 


Resolved further, That the. Congress hereby 


declares that this Government will not con- 
tribute to the efforts of any belligerent for the 
purpose of prolonging the war to i annex new 
territory, either in Europe or outside of Eur- 
ope, nor to enforce the payment of indemnities 
to recover the expenses of the war; but the 
Congress does hereby declare In .favor of the 
creation of a common fund to be provided by 
all the bellicerent nations to assist in the res- 
toration of the portions of territory in any of- 
the countries most seriously devastated by the 
•war, and for the establishment of an Inter- 
national commission to decide the allotment 
of the common fund. 


Resolved further, That 
Congress 
declares 


that there should be a public restatement of 
the Allies' peace terms, based on a disavowal 
ot any advantages, either In the way of indem- 
nities, territorial 
acquisitions, 
commercial- 


privileges, or economic prerogatives, by means 
of which one nation shall strengthen its power 
abroad at the expense of another nation, as 
wholly incompatible with the establishment of 
a durable peace in the world." 
3. One- thin* more has served as a pretext for 


big business to renew its attnck on La Follette. 
Having made a most wonderful fight for fair tax- 
ation and having succeeded in adding some $600- 
000,000 taxes to the profiteers and having kept off 
the revenue Hats te», coffee, coc-oa, and sugar, he. 
was'defcated in his main contention of taxing war 
profits 80 percent., as England is taxing hers. At 
this point in history La Follette accepted an ur- 
gent invitation to address a non-partisan league 
of farmers at.

I have read this speech. I have it before me. 


There is nothing objectionable to an audience 
of common men;, there is much that is objec- 
tionable to war profiteers and tax dodgers. 


La Follette Is Misquoted 


L 


AFOLLETTE in his reply to his critics 
said he had not been in favor of going 
into the war because of the awful con- 


sequences in comparison to our rights that had 
been infringed. He said we had grievances 
against Germany—and the press reported him 
as saying we? had no grievances against Ger- 
many. Some one asked him, How about the 
Lusitania? He said our citizens had the tech- 
nical, right to ride upon it, but he was not in 
favpr of riding upon it in view of the dangers 
to the passengers and to our country. He said 
the ship was laden, with munitions and that the 
President kn.ew of- this fact. 
He did not con- 


done the sinking of the Lusitania. He has not 
at «ny time, or place condoned the sinking of 
the Lusitania,. but: he did criticise the admin- 
istration for allowing the ship to saft with Am- 
erican passengers aboard after they had good 
reason to believe it would be sunk. Certainly 
we ought to all agree that if the President 
knew an attempt was to be made to sink the 
ship, he should have warned the passengers off 
from it or have protected them by all the power 
of the government. I do not blame the Presi- 
dent. I merely express ' my opinion. The 
President was in a trying position and no 
doubt used his best judgment. What I say on 
that scbre only goes .to show that there may 
be wide differences of opinion, by loyal citizens. 


However that may be, this St. Paul speech 


is made the subject of Senatorial investigation, • 
and in due course the Senate of the United 
States must pass final judgment upon it.

Permit me to read «?fom this report: 
"Complicated as is the subject of public fin- 


ance there are certain principles and certain 
truths underlying the science that arc self-evid- 
ent. 
Among these is' the principle that the • 


burden 
of taxation should be apportioned 


among the taxpayers in accordance with their 
ability to pay. Another is that income or 
profits constitute, if not the best, at least one , 
of the best standards by which to measure 
ability to poy. It is equally obvious that the 
more vexatious and burdensome taxes ought to 
be foregone an long as possible in favor of less 
burdensome and vexatious taxes. As examples 
to enforce this principle, we cite in the ma- 
jority bill the exceptional and extraordinary 
taxes on consumption, like the proposed tax on 
tea, coffee, and sugar; the proposed tax on 
passenger tickets and freight rates, which oper- 
ate like sand in the bearings of industry and 
commerce; the proposed increase of letter post- 
age from 2 cents to 3 cents; the tax on bank 
checks, and other exceptional taxes proposed 
in the bill. Exceptional and extraordinary im- 
positions such as these should be avoided alto- 
gether it possible, and certainly should be re- 
served until other resources of taxation have 
been exhausted and until the necessities of the 
Public Treasury are uncompromising."

WAR SUMMARY

. ..(By,the Associated Press) 


,The American conusl in Petrograd, who remained in 


the Russian capital after the departure of Ambassador 
Francis and his staff,-also have left and the consulate has 
been taken over by the' -Norwegian consul. It is felt in 
Stockholm, where this report is received, that the situation 
in Petrograd has taken an unexpected turn for the worse 
as the American'consul was to remain there to keep in touch 
with the state department.. 


Only the most meagre "reports from Petrograd have 


been received in Stockholm and there are late advices from. 
London, the last dispatch received there from Petrograd re- 
ported that the Bolsheviki resistance was stiffening. 


There has been no official confirmation that the Ger- 


man advance into Great Russia has been halted, but the 
Berlin war office in two days has reported little progress.' 
Delayed dispatches from Petrograd say that the Germans 
have retired from Luga, midway between Pskov and Petro- 
grad, and trie Boleheviki still hold Pskov." The Germans 
have been unable to cross the Beresina 'river, northwest of 
Minsk, in their advance in the direction of Moscow. 


On two sectors of the western front, American soldiers 


have successfully countered the tactics, of the enemy. 
Northwest of Toul American gunners have wiped out the 
German batteries which had bombarded the American posi- 
tions earlier in the week with gas shells. Along the Chemin 
des Dames American machine guns and artillery fire re- 
pulsed a strong enemy attack with losses. 


Airplanes having located the batteries whose gas 


shells caused six deaths and the poisoning of 80 others, the 
heavy guns in the American line destroyed the enemy posi- 
tion in a half hour's shelling. Material was thrown high in 
the air and several explosions were caused by the accuracy 
oi' the American fire. 
The Germans are believed to have 


suffered casualties during the bombardment. 


A heavy barrage fire preceded the German attack on 


the Chemin cios Denies. As the enemy advanced they were 
met by a, hail of machine gun bullets and then came a deluge 
of shells. The Germans returned hastily. 
Five French 


soldiers were wounded in the fighting, but there were no 
American casualties. This sector also has been subjected 
to German gas attacks, which, however, were not as ef- 
fective as on the sector east of St. Mihiel. 


On the British and French fronts there has been no 


change. 
In Italy small patrol and artillery actions con- 


tinue.
